On his retirement the natives, in 
commemoration of his praiseworthy uid, estab- 
lished the Elphinstone Institution, which bas 
zines dono such valuable educational work. To 
this the Parsis contribated no Joss than 215,000 


follawing four with their manners and onstoms 
when settled in India, thoir intornal govorn- 
ment, laws, and education. The second volume 
is devoted to. an nocount of tho distingnishad 
Parsis of Gujarat afd Bombay; an account of 
Zoroaster and his oreid; togother with particulars 
of the worship of fire; and a concluding chapter 
sotting forth their progross and present position, 
commercinily aud soially. Mr. Dosabhai tells 
us that the total nubor of Parsis, or followers 
of Zoroaster, is not more than 100,000, of whom 
88,000 resido in India, There ara not lesa 
than 48,500 in Bombay, whore they form the 
most influential section of the population, and 
have done more than any other race to build up 
the prosperity of that great city. Tho two 
divisions of Parsia, the Kadmis and Shehenshais, 
have now, it seems, reconciled their differences; | 
and tintermarry with éach other. Tho 
account of Parsi daraestia lifo is very ine 
teresting, ‘To ‘a groat extent thoir man- 
ners and castoms have been influenced by 
those of the Indian population among whom 
they have lived for so many centuries, but 
within the last forty: yoars intoroourse with 
English people has modified and altered these 
customs ‘and dwory, materially. Thus, 
obild marri i. (emmon among the Porsis, 
are now unknown, at@ much more liberty is

aside wany prejudice and have adopted sone of 
the ways of Exropems. - to 
Woe have not spam to go into the early history 
of the Parsis. Thi thoy came originally from 
Persia, that they enigrated to India many cen- 
turies ago, and thutthey experienced numerous 
changes of fortune mder first Hindu arid then 
Mahomedan dominnion until the advent of the 
Baglishis suflicionty well known. Itis now more 
than a thonaand yerssince the Parsis left their 
ancient country, and like the Jews, they have re- 
tained intact theit wligion, their traditions, and 
their individuality. It was not, however, until 
English rnlo waa esublished at Bombay that the 
full tide of Parsi prsperity really sat in. From 
that time they bavedourished greatly, and thei 
bonevolonce has kepi pace with their prosperity, 
Ta thovarly daya ofthe China trade, the Parsis 
enjoyed s largo and profitable share of that trade, 
more especially from 1810 to 1842, but aftor tho 
introduction of steam navigation their interost 
in the trade gradually dvindled, their planes boing 
taken by the large Jowsh firms of Bombay and 
Calontta. Mr. Dosabhi offers no explanation 
of this change, but it is probable -that it was 
due to the alteration in the style of doing 
business which followal the supercession of 
the sailing vessel by the steamer, and the 
larger amount of capitil required to work it, 
increasing the risks incurred, As shipbuildors 
the Paysia- proved “not—bas--succesafal—than—as-| 
merchants, more than hdf of the shipbuilders in 
Bombay beiug Parsis, The majority of the 
race are ongaged in busizess pursuits, buts large 
nomber have become mechsnical engineers, 
many have joined-the cil service and the learn- 
od professions,and a fewlave, of late yours, taken 
to agrioulture; bul sachoceapations as tailoring 
are notin favonr with thom, thore being only 
one Parsi knight of the shears in all Bombay. 
Nor do they take up tle meaner occupations, 
auch o8 scavengers, Washumen, barbers, groguts, 
&., thoir oducation and natural abilities fitting 
thom for higher walks of life, Mr. Dosabbai 
cords with satisfaction. tho faot that at the 
census of 1881, out ofa tatal of 9,584 mendicants 
in Bombay only six wereParsis, and with iy 
and most justitishle pridv he is able to state that 
‘not a single Parsi female returned herself as 
living on the wages of shame,” Truly, oor Parai 
friends have cause tobo prond of their record in 
every sense. ! 7
